SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer printout entitled 13ahdad1.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a computer printout of a computer file onto a single sheet of A4 size 
white paper. It consists of a colour photographic image and text. 

The computer printout explicitly depicts a female sitting astride a man and engaging in 
rear entry vaginal intercourse with him on top of a bed. The focus of the computer 
printout is clearly on the female. Her breasts and genitalia are clearly visible as are the 
man’s genitalia. She is presented as being a teenager. She has her hair tied in 
pigtails. She has small breasts and a young physical appearance. A teddy bear is 
partially visible on the bed behind her leg. Balloons are also visible on the wall. The 
title also contains the text “13” which appears to be intended as a reference to her age. 
The title also contains the text “ahdad” which suggests the man the girl is engaging in 
intercourse with is supposed to be her father. The combination of the use of props 
such as the teddy bear and balloons, the fact that she has a young appearance which 
is assisted by her hair being tied in pigtails, and the references to her age and to her 
father have the effect of presenting her as a young person. 

The computer printout is intended for sexual arousal. It has the effect of presenting 
sexual activity between adults and young persons to be pleasurable and helps to 
legitimise the notion that sexual activity between young persons and adults is 
acceptable. The viewer is encouraged to be sexually aroused by young persons who 
are implicitly presented as desirable, viable and legitimate sexual partners. Therefore 
the publication is considered to promote and support the exploitation of young persons 
for sexual purposes as outlined under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) and is therefore deemed to be objectionable.

The publication falls under s3(2) of the FVPC Act which overrides the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) because it is a deeming provision which cannot be 
given a meaning that is consistent with the rights and freedoms contained in si4 of the 
NZBR Act. As such if the Classification Office considers that the publication promotes 
or supports criteria listed in s3(2), the publication shall be deemed “objectionable” 
without any further consideration of the NZBR Act. This limit on freedom of expression 
is prescribed by law.
